Crawford County is now the 
only site being tested for the 
Possible disposal of an un- 
known amount of PBB conta- 
minated milk from this state. 

The site here, according to 
Department of Natural Resour- 
ces (DNA) officials in Lansing, 
is being investigated, but other 
undisclosed locations may also 
be examined before a definite 
decision is made about making 
Crawford County a milk dumo 
for Michigan. 


State officials and the members 
of both the County Board of 
Commissioners and with Gray- 
ting Township officiais as well. 

The news came as a surprise 
to both Bruce Reynolds, direc- 
tor of the Environmental Health 
Section for this area, and the 
local environmental officer for 
Crawford County, Ed Schoon- 
over, 

The determination of this site 
being located in this county has 
not been finalized according to 
Or. B.P. Shah and Dr. Delores 
Montgomery who have been 
looking in this area for a good 
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ONAR Resource Recovery De- 
partment and are geologists 
who usually work in the field of 
locating suitable sites for waste 
disposal facilities for garbage 
and other materials. 

Their search for a site here 
has come at the request of the 
Department of Agriculture in 
Lansing which has to comply 
with a new law passed by the 
legislature which said that any 
milk with over five parts per 
billion containing PBB was con- 
taminated and has to be dispos- 


net mb mad mb atlarind ral 
cd of and ast allowed on the 


market. Any milk which turns 
up in the new testing program 
forthe state will be dumped and 
right now the only site being 
tested is here in Crawford 
County. 

Or. Montgomery and Dr. Shah 
were assigned the responsi- 
bility of finding a suitable loca- 
tion and the site here is des- 
cribed as being north of Wake- 
fey Bridge Road and north of 
North Down River Road in the 
eastern portion of Grayling 
Township. This site is in the 
state land section of the military 
property, but is not. according 
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zone of the artillery range 

Or. Montgomery said the site 
is still in the examination stage 
and that other sites were being 
considered. However, neither 
her nor Dr. Shah would name 
the other possible locations. Dr. 
Montgomery did confirm that 
no testing was being done any- 
where else in the state at this 
time and also confirmed that if 
any otner tesling was being 
done it would be done by the 
department in which she was 
working. 

She said no other consider- 
ations such as environmental 
impact statements or total ef- 
fect of the milk dumping have 
been completed and said ihe 
first step was to find a suitable 
site 

The process of finding the 
site is a long one and at this 
time a number of test wells are 
being drilled at the Crawford 
County location to determine 
exactly what happens to the 
groundwater flowing in the area 
and to determine how deep the 
sail in the location extends 
beneath the ground before 
teaching the water levels. 


site has indicated that the loca- 
tion may be suitable but both 
geologists confirm that until all 
the data is compiled there is no 
true picture yet of what is 
happening with the groundwater 
at the location. To determine 
these various factors the test 
wells are being drilled in a 
number of locations around the 
site. The borings from these 
wells will deter 
soil is made of and how deep 
the water flows are beneath the 
ground, and in what direction 
the water moves. 

Both persons indicated that 
once ail the data is collected on 
the proposed sites a decision 
will be made on which has the 
best hydrogeological features 
for the safe disposa! of the milk. 
Then an environmental impact 
statement should be done to 
determine what other effects 
will be felt by the disposa! of 
the milk, according to Dr 
Montgomery 

No-one can estimate how 
much milk will be involved once 
the new standards come into 
effect said Dr. Montgomery who 
admitted that the new tests 


e what the 
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milk of could produce very titlie. 
“We are working in the dark...” 
she said. She went on to explain 
that the proposed site may be 
larger than what is needed or it 
could oe strailer. Until the 
testing is done under the new 
law the tinal amount of mitk wili 
not be known. 

Dr. Shah said that there is 
absolutely no plan under con- 
sideration at the present time to 
dispose of the milk in brine 
wells in the county. Brine wells 
are oil wells no fonger being 
used by petroleum companies. 
Brine is a byproduct from other 
oil wells under production and it 
is pumped back into old wells to 
dispose of it. Dr. Shah said no 
consideration was being given 
to use this type of disposai for 
the milk. He said there were not 
even any Gil wells on = the 
proposed site which had ever 
been drilled 

He also indicated that the 
milk to go to whatever site was 
finally decided on would come 
from all over the state in smal! 
tank trucks. He said the details 
concerning the safety and rout- 
ing of those trucks would be in

Bruce Reynolds is the direc- 
tor of the Environmental Health 
Section for this area which 
includes Crawford, Kalkaska, 
Missaukee and Wexford Coun- 
ties. In the office of Grayling. 
to Schoonover, is the envitun- 
mental sanitarian, working un- 
der his direction. In an interview 
with Reynolds on Monday he 
said he knew nothing about the 
proposed plan except what he 
has heard on the radio and 
television and said he cannot 
understang why he was not 
contacted about the proposal 
since he was notified when the 
Kalkaska cattle duria! plan was 
being discussed. 

The first meeting to be held 
on the issue was held in 
Grayling at a meeting of the 
Crawford County Board of Com 
missioners. They met on the 
issue behind closed doors. 
Schoonover, who was to attend

from the DNR last week for a 
meeting with the county board 
as soon as possible. Kauffman 
said he asked wiat it was 
about, and he was told it 
concerned milk and Camp Gray- 
ling. He said he understood 
from the conversation that the 
men at the camp had drank bad 
or tainted milk and there was an 
emergency health situation to 
he dealt with quickly. 

He said there is a special 
provision under the Open Meet- 
ings Act which allows for 
ciosed meetings on matters 
related to health issues and he 
asked the DNR if they wanted a 
closed meeting. This was con- 
firmed so a closed session was 
held. he said. 

“It wasn't until the meeting 
started and they dropped the 
bomb on us about the PBB milk 
that we réally knew what it was 
all about.” said Kauffman. The 
next meeting held on the issue 
was the Grayling Township 
meeting and it was held in open 
session, 

Sanitarian Reynolds said he

Senate for Foot-dragging on 
Crime Problems in Grayling Talk 


State Representative Payl A. 
Rosenbaum (D-Battle Creek), in 
an appearance Monday in Gray- 
ling before the Michigan Nor- 
thern Counties Association, at- 
tacked the Senate for its inac- 
tion and the Governor for his 
lack of support for his House- 
approved bills to crack down on 
hard drug dealers 

Rosenbaum, House Judiciary 
Committee Chairman, hit the 
Senate for “foot-dragging and 
obstructionism in dealing with 
one of Michigan's most critical 
crime problens.” 

The Rosenbaum bills would 
establish mandatory sentences. 
ranging from life imorisanment 
tar possession of 650 grams or 
more of narcotics or cocaine to 
10 to 20 years for possession of 


crams. Thete cou 


not be served concurrently with 
prison sentences for any other 
felony and second or subse- 
quent convictions would carry 
mandatory life sentences and 
weuld allow police to use, 
under careful controls, court- 
ordered wiretapping to obtain 
evidence against major drug 
operators. Rosenbaum further 
commented that “these bills 
especially put more force into 
the law for dealing with the big- 
time drug pushers, by making 
the criminal activities more 
hazardous both in enacting the 
wiretap provision and in man- 
dating more stringent penal- 
ties." 

“The House passed essen- 
tially the same package last 
session, and it died in the 
Senate," Rosenbaum said. “We 
passed the bills again this year, 
in April, and after more than five 
months the Senate has done 
nothing with them and gives no 
indication of doing anything 
with them. This is major crime- 
control legislation, yet there 
appear to be certain influential 
members of the Senate who, for 
reasons of their own, appear to 
be opposed to it. These Senaie 


of the fact that Michigan voters 
are very irate over the lack of 
effective legislation being pass- 
ed to curb violent crimes per- 
petrated on honest and law- 
abiding citizens.” 

Rosenbaum also aimed criti- 
cism at the reluctance of the 
Governor to act on this anti- 
crime legislation. “The Gover-

Hosendaum 
said. “We have built every 


possible and reasonable safe- 
guard into the bili i prevent 
wiretap abuse. If we are sin- 
cerely interested in driving out 
the drug peddlers. we have to 
give police the tools to do it.” 

Rosenbaum was also critical 
of the Governor fer his non- 
support of Rosenbaum’s pro- 
posed constitutional amend- 
ment to deny the right to bail to 


those considered dangerous if 
set free. 

The proposal would automa- 
tically deny bail to anyone who 
has been convicted of first 
degree murder or convicted of 
two or more violent felonies in 
the last 15 years or to anyone 
indicted or arraigned on a felony 
charge while on bail. probat!on 
or parole from an earlier felony 
arrest or conviction. Bail could 
be denied at the discretion of 
the court for persons arraigned 
on charges of first degree 
crimina! sexual conduct, armed 
robbery or kidnapping for extor- 
tion. 

“These are the type of people 
we Nave io Keep Vii ie sireeis, 
Rosenbaum said. “They are our 
career criminals. it is an emi- 
nenily reasonable approach to 
an absolutely devastating prob- 
lem in this state and country 
There is no question that 15% 
of the criminal element in this 
state is responsible for 65% of 
the violent crimes. The Gover- 
nor must know this, yet he has

the cattle were already buried at 
that location. A court battle 
looms on a similar site propos- 
ed for the burial of cattle in 
Oscoda County. 

To dispose of the milk, a layer 
of topsoil (ranging trom two to 
five feet according to different 
officials) will be peeled back at 
the final site by bulldozers.

She said there are two wavs 
Ul CapiGaouiy Ue iengu Gt Us 
that the chemicals will remain 
active. These include the che- 
mical half life and the biological 
half life. The chemicai half life 
has been estimated at 100,000 
years and the biological half life 
at seven years. This means that 
the chemical takes 100,000 
years to disappear from the 
ground. The biological half tite 
means that in an animal or 
person, after seven years, one 
half of the quantity that they 
originally had in their system, 
still remains. If a person had 
PBB in their body in 1970, after 
7 years, (1977), half of it is gone 
and one halt still remains. After 
the next 7 years. or in 1984, half 
of the first amount left over is 
gone but one quarter still is in 
the tissue. 

Neither of the state officials 
could hazard a guass as to how 
much of the chemical would 
turn up in the milk. but both 
indicated it may be a very small 
amount.

Dr. Montgomery was asked if 
the chemicals could possibly 
move back up through the soil 
via plant roots and be consum- 
ed by deer or other animals. She 
said there has been research on 
this which definitely discounts 
that possibility. She said the 
chemicals .-adhere to the soil 
particles and will not go into the 
plants. She was then asked 
what would happen if earth- 
worms moved through the poi- 
soned belt of earth and ingested 
the chemicals into their badies 
while eating the soil. Could the 
worms then pass the chemicals 
onto birds in the food chain 
which ate them. She said, 
“These are good points and they 
will have to be finalized.” These 
types of things will have to be 
considered in the enviranmental 
impact statement. but those are 
steps that have to be taken after 
the study we are doing now is 
completed. she said. She was 
aiso asked about burrowing 
animals like groundhogs or 
skunks. 

Asked if the area was located 
near the Kirtland Warbler nest- 
ing area, she said that the site is 
four or five miles from the 
restricted area for the birds. She 
said the consideration of the 
Warblers had already come into 
the planning for the site. 

Asked why the milk could not 
be buried above the cattle at the 
Kalkaska site (the cattle there 
are buried a minimum of 15 feet 
deep). she said. “The only thing 
| can say is that the Kalkaska 
site is closed.”

yees during the traditional 
breaks in the school calendar. 
Fraser Dean, Superintendent of 
schools, reports that if this 
amendment is not approved, the 
Crawtord AuSable School Dis- 
trict will be required to pay up to 
$80,000 in annual unemploy- 
ment benefits to its present 
non-certified employees. These 
benefits will be a direct expense 
to its taxpayers of the Crawford 
AuSable School District. 

The bills which are currently 
introduced to meet the Feder- 
al Unemployment requirements 
specifically exclude teachers 
and adminisiiators from being 
eligible for unemployment be- 
nefits during vacations and be- 
tween school terms. The Fed- 
eral law gives state govern- 
ments the option of making 
non-certified school emp!oyees 
eligible for unemployment be- 
nefits between school terms, 
Christmas and Easter breaks or 
denying them these benefits. 

Superintendents throughout 
Michigan are encouragina citi- 
zens to write to their legislators 
about this problem.

any anti-crime bill } have pre 
posed over the last two years. 
The Governor can no longer 
ignore the tremendous impact 
and hardship that such criminal 
activity is having upon the 
decent citizens of this state,” 
Rosenbaum stated. 

Rosenbaum has sponsored 
anather meagure to place before 
Michigan voters @ $439,250,000 
bonding proposal to build new 
correctional facilities and reno- 
vate existing prisons. The total 
cost to each taxpayer in the 
State of Michigan, per year, for 
the 20-year life of the programs 
contemplated in this pavkage 
would be $19.22. 

“| hope to have this before 
voters in the 1978 general elec- 
tion,” he said. “We do need 
mandatory sentences for violent 
crime, bu! mandatory sentences 
are useless unless we have 
somewhere to put the offend- 
ers. Our prisons are already 
critically and dangerously over- 
crowded. The bonding proposal! 
is the most direct and only 
really affective way to provide 
us with the prison facilities we 
so desperately need to ensure 
public safety, If given an oppor- 
tunity, | am absolutely con- 
vinced that over 90% of the 
voters in this state would vote in 
favor of this resolution if put on 
the ballot.” 

Rosenbaum added, “A peti- 
tion drive to eliminate good 
time for certain offenses is 
being promoted by the Oakland 
County prosecuting attorney. 
This is not the right approach. It 
does not address itself to the 
problem cf our prisons, i.e. 
limited prison capacity and 
prison discipline, despite the 
fact that the petition would have 
a staggering impact on prison 
population and on corrections:

The Michigan State Police have issucd warnings to residents 
of the area, especially housewives, to beware of house to house 
salesmen. They reported a recent incident in which a transient 
offered to fix a leaky roof for abc ut $14.00 ... when he had finished 
the job, he handed the houswife a statement for $195.00 ... stating 
that she misunderstood him, He said the charge in his quote was 
for $14.00 a pall and the job required X number of pails. The 
housewife could not afford that amount and would not have 
allowed to have the work done if she had known that the transaction 
was an old rip-off game. 

In communities such as Grayling, what recourse does a citizen 
have? The first response is to call the Police, which is the right 
thing to do, but the Police can not act as Judge and Jury with an on 
the spot decision and they should not be expected to. The City of 
Grayling presently has an Ordinance that is intended to control 
transient merchants and prevent such deceptive sales practices, 
but it is extremely restrictive and if it were carried to the letter of the 
law, no one would be able to sell anything in the community. 

The City Council is reviewing the Ordinance in the hone of 
obtaining a workable vehicle to protect the people of the area from’ 
Such unscrupulous peddlers. 

Should any complaints about the applicant come to the 
attention of the Chamber or the Police, the applicant would be 
Ordered to make restitution of the wrong doing and cease 
Operations in the community with the threat of arrest. A recently 


The dual investigation process of the Police and the Chamber 
would protect the taxpaying businessman and the taxpaying 
houscwlfc, In no way would the Chamber ever “endorse” an 
applicant regardiess of the intent, but would hold on record 
references and other material of identification of the applicant. 

In order for any Ordinance to work properly, there would have 
to be mutual understanding between the citizen (housewife), the 
Chamber, the Police and the City Manager's office. 

Further study is being done and your input is appreciated.
